Under the laws of Virginia, where 
McKibbin practiced, any lawyer who 
bad been admitted to practice be­ 
fore the circuit court of th at state 
was entitled to practice before the 
supreme court.

In th e’ 
city of Orange, N. J., motion picture 
equipment has been established in 
every school building. In several of 
the schools of New York and Brook­ 
lyn the pictures are now being used 
successfully. 
At the last session of the legisla­ 
ture, the possibilities of the mo­ 
tion picture were presented and dem­ 
onstrated in the assembly chamber 
of the state capitol at Madison, this 
being the first time that any state 
house has been even
